This  glass  is  made  of  five  different  varieties,  namely:  two  of  avanturine, 
two  of  transparent,  and  one  of  opaque. 

The  decoration  is  produced  while  the  pieces  are  in  a  molten  state,  by 
inlaying  them  with  threads,  and  manipulating  this  threading  to  a  given 
design.  When  the  blowing  is  finished,  the  pieces  are  then  made  iridescent 
by  exposing  them  to  the  fumes  of  metals.

The  variation  in  color  in  these  pieces  is  due  not  to  a  different  mixture 
of  glasses,  but  to  a  difference  in  the  degree  of  heat  to  which  the  one  mixture 
has  been  subjected.
